Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's Appeal Brief filed January 16, 2004. 
Claims 1-4, 7-13, 15, 17-24 and 26-30 are pending. Applicant's arguments with respect 
to claims 1-4, 7-13, 15, 17-24 and 26-30 have been considered and found to be 
persuasive over the cited prior art. 



Applicant is required to submit new drawing in reply to this Office action. Failure 
to timely submit the proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the 
application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further review Ohashi (U.S. 5,764,483), Hunter et al. (U.S. 6,026,896) and Mizuno 
(U.S. 5,333,676) all fail to disclose the patentable limitations of the applicant's claimed 
and disclosed invention. 

The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited reference taken singly or in combination does not anticipate or 
make obvious applicant's claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 7-13, 15, 17-24 and 26-30 are allowed.
